Our Exports of Cotton Piece-Goods Page 255 


A check to the decline which had been continuous 
from 1983 to 1936 occurred last year, when aggregate 
exports rose to 2,023 million linear yards from 1,993 
million in the previous year, 2,013 million in 1935 
and 7,075 million in 1913. Last year’s total ex- 
ceeded that of 1931, the smallest on record, by 233 
million linear yards, or 13 per cent. The average 
value of the goods exported has risen in each year 
since 1933, the increase of 11 per cent. last year 
being the most substantial, and the aggregate value, 
{44-8 million, being the highest since 1930. The 
increase in the total quantity exported was shared 
by four of the five descriptions of piece-goods. 
Iixports to seven of the 13 geographical areas were 
sreater in 1937 than in 1936, the chief increases 
being in respect of the Dutch East Indies, etc., and 
Australia and New Zealand. Of the declines 
recorded the most important occurred in respect of 
British India and Burma, and West Africa. India 
and Burma is still our largest market, although the 
proportion taken last year was the lowest on record.

EXPORTS OF COTTON PIECE-GOODS IN 1937 
COMPARISONS WITH 1913 AND 1935-36 


An analysis of the exports of the different classes of 
cotton piece-goods to various oversea markets in the 
years 1913 and 1934-36 appeared in the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ’”’ of 19 August 1937 (pages 250-258). 
The corresponding particulars for 1937 have now been 
compiled, and are shown in the following tables, 
together with those for each of the years 1913, 1935 
and 1936. Certain details relating to the exports to 


_principal countries, not shown separately in_ the 


attached tables, will appear shortly in Volume III of 
the ‘‘ Annual Statement of the Trade of the United 
Kingdom ”’ for 1937, 

While in 1918 linear yardage was the only unit of 
quantity employed in the trade returns, three measures 
have been utilised since January 1921—linear yardage, 
square yardage and weight. In the monthly trade 
accounts, details of consignments to particular 
countries are shown by square yardage and value only, 
but particulars of total exports of the several classes 
of cotton piece-goods appear by linear yardage, square 
yardage, weight and value. 

Ageregate annual exports of cotton piece-goods 
declined continuously during each of the years 1933 to 
1936, but this decline was checked last year, when 
exports amounted to 2,023 million linear yards as com- 
pared with 1,993 million in the previous year, 2,013 
million in 1985 and 7,075 million in 1913. Last year’s 
total of 2,023 million linear yards exceeded that of 
1931, the smallest on record, by 233 million linear 
yards (18 per cent.). The average value of the goods 
exported has risen in each year since 1933, the increase 
last year (11 per cent.) being the most substantial, and 
the aggregate value of exports in 1937 (£448 million) 
was the highest recorded since 1930, when the total 
reached £61-3 million. 

Comparing 1937 with 1936, there was—as shown 
above—an increase of 80 million linear yards (14 per 
cent.) in aggregate exports. This increase was shared 
by four of the five descriptions of piece-goods; exports 
of dyed goods rose by 21 million linear yards (4:0 per 
cent.), printed goods by 20 million (45 per cent.), 
coloured cottons by 9 million (7°7 per cent.) and un- 
bleached goods by 5 million (1:7 per cent.), while there 
was a decline of 25 million linear yards (4°3 per cent.) 
in respect of bleached goods. In comparison with 1935, 
the increase amounted in the aggregate to 10 million 
linear yards (0°5 per cent.), due to larger exports of 
dyed goods and coloured cottons. 

Exports of cotton piece-goods to seven of the thir- 
teen geographical areas shown in the accompanying 
tables were greater in 1937 than in 1936. The principal 
increases occurred in respect of the Dutch East Indies, 
ete. (56 million linear yards) and Australia and New 
Zealand (33 million); in this connection it should be 
mentioned that Ceylon (which is included in *‘ Dutch 
East Indies, ete.’’) showed a decline, while the 
increase for New Zealand was relatively slight. The 
other five markets taking larger quantities than in 1936 
were South and East Africa, Mexico, etc., Europe 
(excepting Balkans), United States and Canada and 
South America, the increases in the case of the two 
last-named areas being relatively small. Of the 
declines recorded for the other six geographical areas, 
the most important occurred in respect of British India 
and Burma (49 million linear yards) and West Africa 
(35 million). Burma did not share in the decline 
shown for British India and Burma as 4 whole; exports 
to this area were smaller in 1987 than in any previous 
year, and this was also true of China, Japan, etc., and 
the Balkans, Near and Middle East. 


Comparing exports in 1987 with those in 1935, in- 
creases were shown for nine of the thirteen markets— 








the most important being in respect of the Dutch East 
Indies, etc. (82 million linear yards) and Europe, ex- 
cluding the Balkans (38 million)—but these were to a 
large extent offset by the decrease of 172 million linear 
yards in exports to British India and Burma; of the 
three other decreases shown in comparison with 1935 
that for the Balkans, Near and Middle East (24 million 
linear yards) was the largest. 

The heavy fall in exports of cotton piece-goods since 
the war is largely attributable to reductions in the 
quantities taken by India and Burma and by China, 
Japan and Hong Kong, etc., these reductions amount- 
ing to 2,731 million and 763 million linear yards, 
respectively, out of an aggregate decline of 5,088 
million compared with 1918; exports in 1937 to the 
following markets also showed very substantial reduc- 
tions, however, compared with the same year :—the 
Balkans, Near and Middle East (407 million linear 
yards); Dutch East Indies, ete. (374 million); South 
America (301 million); and North Africa (292 million). 
Two markets only, South and East Africa and West 
Africa, took larger quantities than in 1918, the in- 
creases amounting to 75 and 1 million linear yards, 
respectively. 

The changes in the relative importance of the various 
geographical areas as markets for our piece-goods are 
shown in the two following tables, which give the per- 
centage distribution in 1913 and 1987. In the second 
table trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded 
from the calculation in view of the fact that it was 
treated as internal trade in 1913.

The tables show that India and Burma is still our 
largest market for cotton piece-goods, although the 
proportion taken fell from 43-2 per cent. in 1913 to 
16:4 per cent. last year, the lowest on record. ‘Three 
other markets took smaller proportions in 1937 than 
in 1913, viz. China, Japan, ete., the Balkans, Near 
and Middle East, and North Africa, the decline in each 
case being relatively large, but greatest in respect of 
the first-named, whose share—and that of the Balkans, 
ete.—has declined continuously in recent years. There 
were very substantial increases between 1913 and 1937 
in the proportions consigned to West Africa, South and 
East Africa, Australia and New Zealand, Europe (ex- 
cluding the Balkans) and South America. South 
America remained in 1937, as in the five preceding 
years, our second largest market. Comparing 1937 
with 1936, India and Burma and West Africa were the 
markets whose proportion showed the largest reduc- 
tion; increases were recorded for five markets, the 
largest occurring in respect of the Dutch East Indies, 
ete., and Australia and New Zealand. 

The detailed tables show the actual linear yardage 
exported to the various geographical areas in each of 
the last three years and in 1918, together with the 
value, weight and linear yardage per 1,000 square 
yards. Taking the exports of cotton piece-goods as a 
whole, it will be seen that, as in previous years, the 
average value per 1,000 square yards of the goods sent 
to India in 1937 (£16°0) was lower than that for any 
other market. As in the three previous years, China, 
Japan and Hong Kong, ete., was the market taking the 
most expensive cloths during 1936, more than half of 
the relatively unimportant exports to this area consist- 
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ing of piece-goods dyed in the piece. Next in order 
came the Irish Free State, followed by Australia and 
New Zealand, and Europe, excluding the Balkans. 


The average weight per square yard of the cotton 
piece-goods exported to India was, as customary, very 
much lower than that recorded for any other market, 
The highest average weight per square yard—more 
than double the figure for India—was shown in respect 
of China, Japan, etc., followed by the Irish Free State 
and Australia and New Zealand. The average width of 
the goods sent to the different markets varied consider- 
ably, ranging from 39-3 inches in the case of India to 
29°9 inches for Mexico, Central America and West 
Indies; these two markets have regularly taken the 
widest and narrowest goods, respectively, in recent 
years. 

The average value per square yard of the aggregate 
exports, which had increased in each of the previous 
two years, showed a further sharp rise in 1937; the 
increase in average value, as compared with 1936, was 
shared by each class of piece-goods, being greatest (14-0 
per cent.) in respect of bleached goods and least (8:0 
per cent.) in the ease of dyed goods. The average 
weight per square yard of the total exports was the 
same as the record high figure shown for 1936; this 
was mainly due to an increase of 1°7 per cent. in respect 
of coloured cottons, three of the other categories show- 
ing declines as compared with 1936. The average 
width of the cotton piece-goods exported (34:2 inches) 
was the lowest recorded in any year for which these 
figures are available, i.e. since 1921; the decline, as 
compared with 1936, amounted in the aggregate to 1:2 
per cent. and was shared by every category except 
coloured cottons. 


WHOLESALE PRICES IN CERTAIN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 
AND IN THE UNITED STATES 
JUNE QUARTER 
COMPARISON OF RELATIVE MOVEMENT 


The course of the general index numbers of whole- 
sale prices during the thirteen months ended June 
1938 in each of the countries named is set out in the 
table below. The subsequent paragraphs dealing 
with each country separately contain particulars of the 
groups of commodities covered by these index numbers, 
and show the quarterly movements of prices since the 
June quarter of 1937 for each group, in addition to 
the general index numbers. 

The trend of wholesale prices last quarter, as in the 
previous quarter, was steadily downward in Belgium 
and the United Kingdom, but the decline in prices in 
the United States was checked in June. In France 
prices increased sharply in May owing to the devalua- 
tion of the franc, and a further rise occurred in June 
as the effect of higher import prices was felt. Germany 
continued to show little change, while prices in Italy 
rose each month and in June almost reached the level 
of last December. Comparing wholesale prices in June 
1938 with those a year earlier, there were increases 
in France (21 per cent.) and Italy (74 per cent.), but 
declines were recorded for the United States and 
Belgium (each 10 per cent.) and the United Kingdom 
(9 per cent.). In Germany there was only a fractional

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Prices of foodstuffs as a whole rose throughout the 
quarter, particularly in May, and the index for June 
was the highest recorded since October 1926; average 
prices for the quarter were 4 per cent. higher than in 
the previous quarter. This increase was entirely due 
to advances for vegetable products (14 per cent.), as 
sugar, coffee, cocoa remained practically unchanged 
and prices of animal products declined by 6 per cent. 
Compared with a year earlier prices in the group as a 
whole were 23 per cent. higher. 


In the industrial materials section prices of minerals 
and metals, after rising in the first quarter of 1938, fell 
during April but rose again thereafter, and in June 
nearly reached the peak figure of September 1937; for 
textiles and miscellaneous materials the only change 
was an increase in May. Compared with the March 
quarter, prices of industrial materials rose in the aggre- 
gate by nearly 4 per cent., textiles being dearer by 64 
per cent. In comparison with the second quarter of 
1937, prices showed a general increase amounting to 
17 per cent. 


A re-grouping of the commodities into national and 
imported products shows that, on the average, the 
former were 34 per cent. and the latter nearly 5 per 
cent. dearer last quarter than in the preceding quarter. 
Compared with a year earlier, the increases recorded 
were 22 and 16 per cent., respectively. Prices in both 
categories rose sharply in May coincident with the de- 
valuation of the franc, but in June the upward move- 
ment was restricted to imported products.

_ Average prices of agricultural produce continued to 
rise slightly during the second quarter; compared with 
the preceding quarter, there were small increases for 
foodstuffs of vegetable origin and cattle. Prices were 
about 14 per cent. higher than a year earlier, food- 
stuffs of animal origin showing a rise of 8 per cent. 
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The price index of industrial materials and semi- 
finished products in the second quarter of this year was 
nearly 1 per cent. lower than in the first quarter. The 
most significant changes were decreases of 54 per cent. 
for non-ferrous metals—the index number in June was 
42 per cent. lower than the peak figure of March, 1937 
—and 23 per cent. for artificial fertilisers; coal, skins 
and leather and textiles showed smaller declines, while 
there were fractional increases for paper-making and 
building materials and iron. Compared with the 
second quarter of 1987, average prices of the group as 
a whole showed a decline of 3 per cent. Large falls 
were recorded for non-ferrous metals (30 per cent.) and 
textiles (14 per cent.), but for rubber there was an 
increase of 23 per cent. 


Industrial finished goods remained at about the same 
level as in the previous two quarters. Compared with 
the second quarter of 1937, there was a rise of 14 per 
cent.; consumers’ goods were 24 per cent. dearer, but 
prices of producers’ goods declined slightly.

Prices of foodstuffs advanced throughout the quarter, 
reversing the movement in the preceding quarter. The 
quarterly average remained the same as in the March 
quarter, but showed a fall of nearly 8 per cent. com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1937. 


Among the industrial groups prices showed a general 
falling trend, the only significant increase compared 
with the March quarter being in respect of chemical 
fertilisers (3 per cent.). The index for paper, which 
had fallen steeply in March, again declined sharply in 
April and on the average was 19 per cent. less than in 
the previous quarter, while other large declines took 
place in prices of raw rubber (13 per cent.) and skins 
and leather and resinous products (each about 7 per 
cent.). 


Compared with the second quarter of last year, the 
aggregate fall amounted to 9 per cent. Rubber was 
cheaper by 41 per cent., and there were also declines 
ranging from 27 to 19 per cent. for resinous products, 
skins and leather, textiles and fats; the most substan- 
tial increases were for chemical fertilisers (16 per cent.) 
and fuel (11 per cent.).

Prices of foodstuffs increased slightly throughout the 
quarter but did not reach the high level of last 
December; the rise was entirely in respect of food- 
stuffs of vegetable origin. Comparing last quarter with 
the preceding quarter prices of foodstuffs increased by 
nearly 2 per cent., the increase compared with a year 
earlier being 5 per cent. 

Among the industrial groups chemical products and 
fertilisers and timber were each 3 per cent. dearer than 
in the first quarter, and non-metallic minerals, ceramic 
wares and glass rose by 1 per cent. Prices of the 
remaining industrial materials, however, particularly 
paper and cardboard, tended to decline. Compared 
with the corresponding quarter of 1937, increases were 
recorded for every group, in particular for paper and 
cardboard (31 per cent.) and fuels and mineral oils 
(25 per cent.). 

A re-grouping of the commodities for which index 
numbers are compiled shows that raw materials, semi- 
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manufactures and manufactured products were, on the 
average, 1, 4 and 1} per cent. dearer, respectively, 
during the ‘June quarter than in the previous quarter; 
compared with the June quarter of last year, the 
increases were 24, 3 and 34 per cent., respectively.

Prices of foods and farm products, which have 
tended to fall since March of last year, advanced 
slightly in June; average prices of these two groups 
were 24 and 3} per cent., respectively, lower than in 
the previous quarter and 14 and 24 per cent., respec- 
tively, lower than a year earlier. 

Among industrial groups prices declined during the 
quarter except in the case of metals and metal 
products, prices of which fluctuated at a slightly higher 
level; compared with the previous quarter the principal 
declines were recorded for hides and leather products 
(4 per cent.), textile products (34 per cent.) and 
chemicals and drugs (3 per cent.). Apart from metals 
and metal products, there was a general decline com- 
pared with a year earlier, considerable falls (ranging 
from 16 to 9 per cent.) being recorded for textile 
products, hides and leather products, chemicals and 
drugs and miscellaneous products. 

A regrouping of the commodities used in compiling 
the index shows that raw materials, semi-manufactures 
and finished manufactures were, on the average, 4, 14 
and 14 per cent. cheaper, respectively, during the June 
quarter than in the previous quarter; compared with 
the second quarter of 1937 declines of 19, 15 and 6 per 
cent., respectively, were shown for these three 
categories. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1937 to July 1938 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount 
of postal traffic handled expressed in terms of 
postage. 


Postal receipts last month were 1-1 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier, as compared with a decrease of 1-0 
per cent. in June and an increase of 1:2 per cent. in 
May. The index number, based on the average of the 
corresponding period of 1924-84 (except 1926), which 
had shown a continuous decline in the first six months 
of this year, rose to 115°1 in July as compared with 
113-9 a year earlier.

The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have made the Import 
Duties (Exemptions) (No. 4) Order, 1938 (S.R. & O., 
1938, No. 801), which deletes from the Free List 
certain scientific films and certain sound track nega- 
tives, and substitutes for the latter heading sound 
track negatives complementary to cinematograph films 
which by virtue of Article 2 of the Additional Import 
Duties (No. 8) Order, 1938, are treated as if they were 
blank film. 


The changes effected by this Order, which came into 
force on 20 August, are adjustments necessitated by 
the transfer of the duties on films to the ambit of the 
Import Duties Act.

REPORT ON THE CARDIFF AND FOREST OF 
DEAN DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. J. M. Carey’s Report for the year 1937 on the inspection 
of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the Cardiff 
and Forest of Dean Division. 


In addition to the usual statistical information, the 
Report, besides considering the question of safety in coal 
mines in its broad aspects, gives descriptions of the cir- 
cumstances of a number of individual accidents and of the 
defective practices, or other factors, to which these acci- 
dents were due. 


In view of the very heavy increase as compared with the 
year 1936 in the number of accidents from falls of ground, 
Mr. Carey devotes a specially long section to the question 
of roof control, dealing in turn with the questions of stow- 
ing the waste, the need for setting at the earliest possible 
moment supports at the working face, and the need for 
more rigid observance of the statutory requirements in re- 
gard to the setting of sprags. Mr. Carey gives a detailed 
account of two special systems of working and support by 
which unfavourable natural conditions have been success- 
fully overcome. In one of these systems concrete pillars are 
used as roof supports at the face, for, it is believed, the 
first time in the coalfield. 


The Report notes a welcome increase in the number of 
boys enrolled in Safety Classes during the past year, and 
refers briefly to other matters of interest, including ventila- 
tion and silicosis.

REPORT ON NORTHERN DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication of 
Mr. W. J. Charlton’s Report for the year 1937 on the In- 
spection of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Northern Division. 

The Report reviews generally the chief causes of the 
year’s accidents and describes in detail many individual 
accidents of various types with discussion of the defective 
practice or other factors to which the accident must be 
ascribed. The usual statistical information is also included. 


In connection with accidents from falls of ground, Mr. 
Charlton recommends the increased use of steel, as opposed 
to wooden, straps, and notes the unfortunate disfavour with 
which the introduction of steel straps at the working face 
is often regarded by the workmen. 


The Report also pays close attention to accidents caused 
by underground haulage, and the deplorable conclusion 
emerges that no less than 84 per cent. of the fatal and 80 per 
cent. of the non-fatal haulage accidents were, in the opinion 
of the Inspectors who investigated them, preventable. 


Other subjects discussed include the training and super- 
vision of boys with special reference to the high accident 
rate to boys, mainly due to haulage operations; the training 
of boys in safety principles; and adult mining education. 
An illustrated description is also given of an arrangement 
for the fencing of revolving tipplers recently installed by 
a colliery in the Division. The explosion at Murton Col- 
liery in December 1937 by which four persons lost their 
lives, is described in detail.

TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS 

Trade conditions generally have remained dull. 

In Barbados there have been showers and the new cane 
is looking well, but further rains are required. The final 
estimate of the 1938 sugar crop is 111,907 tons, a decrease 
of about 15,357 tons as compared with 1937. 

In Jamaica, while heavy rains have fallen in Westmore- 
land, dry weather has continued in most other parts and 
good rains are needed. The Island’s export quota for sugar 
for the year ending 31 August has been increased by 16,600 
tons to 102,600 tons. Shipments of bananas for the year 
to 30 June were 11,293,811 stems, a decrease of 1,770,060 
stems over the corresponding period of last year. Pimento 
is now beginning to come in, but as yet there is no estimate 
of the crop, though it is expected to be short. There is 
little demand for ginger, and the honey crop is closing. 

In Trinidad sugar grinding has ceased, leaving consider- 
able quantities of canes to be carried over to the next crop. 
An estimate of the total sugar production for this Island 
is not available, but it will show a large decrease on last 
year’s figures. Conditions in the cocoa market are still 
very dull. The poor prices for cocoa coupled with the short 
sugar crop have added to the difficulties of the small farmer, 
and general trade is dull. Marked activity continues in the 
oil industry. Labour conditions appear more settled. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in Antigua 
there have been good rains, and conditions for the next 
sugar crop are more promising. The earlier drought con- 
ditions in St. Kitts have retarded the new crop, and, in 
spite of recent rains, heavy showers are still required. The 
cotton crop is expected to be late and of less than average 
size. In Grenada trade conditions have suffered as a result 
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of the low prices for the Island’s staple products, particu- 
larly cocoa; banana shipments continue to be disappoint- 
ing. Exports of limes and lime products from Dominica for 
the first six months of this year amounted in value to 
£11,333, as against £7,796 for the corresponding period of 
1937. In St. Lucia the new lime crop is considered satisfac- 
tory, and lime oil production has begun. Exports from St, 
Vincent for the first six months of this year include arrow. 
root, £46,640, and Sea Island cotton, £57,279, being in- 
creases of £7,412 and £24,763, respectively, as compared 
with the corresponding six months of 1937. 


In British Guiana rice planting is proceeding, but, as 
considerable areas are flooded, planting will be on a smaller 
scale than last year. The milling of rice has also been held 
up by the weather. The new sugar season is now due, and 
grinding should shortly begin. General trade continues 
dull.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA

Export AND TRANSIT TRADE

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of 1937 and 1936. The decline in exports in June 1938 as 
compared with June 1937 is chiefly due to the considerable 
fall in the exportation of food articles. 


Re-exports of merchandise previously recorded as im- 
ported totalled £P.44,358 in June 1938, as against £P.51,931 
in June 1937. 


Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as im- 
ported) amounted to £P.12,587, as compared with £P.11,429 
in June 1937. 


The value of transit trade, exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil in June 1938, totalled £P.43,261, as 
against £P.71,571 in June 1937. 


Crude oil in transit from Iraq via Haifa in the month 
under review aggregated £P.148,919, as compared with 
£P.100,755 a year earlier.

SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN JULY 


The Department of Customs and Excise of the Union of 
South Africa announces that the total imports through 
all Union ports in July amounted to £7,801,000, as com- 
pared with £9,111,000 for the corresponding month of 
last year. Exports amounted to £9,504,000, as against 
£12,618,000, and were made up as follows :—Merchandise, 
£1,938,000, as against £2,918,000; gold bullion and specie, 
£7,446,000, as against £9,446,000; and diamonds, £120,000, 
as compared with £254,000.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas (Pretoria Office) ). 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :— 

Although the wholesale and retail turnovers at Cape Town 
are below those of the previous year and less activity has 
been evident at Johannesburg during recent months, busi- 
ness conditions at these centres and in the Union generally 
remain fairly steady. Building contractors at Durban are 
fully employed. Conditions in the building trade at Cape 
Town are unchanged and prospects are considered encour- 
aging. A fair measure of activity is reported at Johannes- 
burg and Port Elizabeth. The value of plans passed in July 
at Johannesburg was £507,230. 


Farming conditions and prospects are unchanged. The 
loss of livestock owing to an outbreak of foot and mouth 
disease in Natal is serious, but reports indicate that steps 
taken by the Government to control the spread of the disease 
are proving effective and the position is generally improving. 


Recorp Goip Output 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in July (26 working 
days) amounted to 1,027,123 fine ozs. with a value, including 
the premium, on the basis of 141s. per fine oz. of £7 ,241,217, 
compared with 996,545 fine ozs., with a value on the basis 
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of 139s. 6d. per fine oz. of £6,950,902 for July 1937 (27 work- 
ing days). The average daily output increased by 323 fine 
ozs. to 39,504. The number of natives employed decreased 
by 1,976 to 318,773. The monthly output and valuation con- 
stitute a record and the production figures are 7,872 fine ozs. 
in excess of the previous record of 1,019,251 fine ozs. estab- 
lished in May 1938. 

Railway earnings from 10 July to 6 August were 
£2,495,722, as compared with £2,517,878 for the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. 


Grain, Hives, Erc. 


The latest estimate of the Union maize crop, based on con- 
ditions prevailing towards the end of July, is 17,706,000 
bags. The market is slightly weaker owing to the easier 
trend of quotations oversea. The wheat market is firm. 


The Union wool and mohair markets are dormant. 


Fair quantities of dry salted hides are being taken by 
local tanners and quotations are firm. Sun-dried hides are 
slightly firmer owing to the improvement in demand, princi- 
pally from Italy. All descriptions of merino sheepskins 
are steady and a fair amount of business is being trans- 
acted with English and French buyers, with occasional pur- 
chases on Italian account. Capeskins are firmer owing to 
keen competition. Demand for goatskins has been main- 
tained. 


The quotations for all descriptions of ostrich feathers 
remain firm. Body goods are reported in strong demand at 
higher rates. 


Wattle bark is quietly steady, and extract unchanged. 


Wholesale and retail business in soft goods is quiet. Con- 
ditions in the secondary industries are unchanged.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


Though some further measure of progress has been made 
towards recovery from the depths of the depression which 
were touched in 1932, it cannot be said that any very 
marked changes in economic conditions have taken place 
since the last Report in this series was written two years 
ago, *states H.M. Consul at Ciudad Trujillo. 


The country continues to enjoy the advantages of a stable 
Government and of order in the public finances but to 
suffer from the low prices obtainable for the agricultural 
products—sugar in particular—on which its economic life 
depends, and there is still much lee-way to make up. 


The better prices which prevailed for sugar and cocoa 
during the first half of 1937 brought about an encouraging 
increase of some 3 million dollars in the value of exports 
for that year and this was reflected in a rise of over 
13 million dols. in imports, which are still subject with 
some slight modifications, to the so-called ‘‘ internal 
revenue ’’ duties imposed in 1935 in addition to the ordinary 
Customs. Both exports and imports were higher in value 
than in any year since 1930.

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SeTBAck To CoFFEE Exports AND SuGAR PRICES 


Unfortunately this improvement has not been fully main- 
tained. The decision of the Brazilian Government early in 
November 1937 to discontinue control of the production of 
coffee in that country, with its resultant effect on the world 
market, was a serious blow to the Dominican product, 
which ranked second in order of the Republic’s exports, at 
a time when it was showing increasing signs of promise, 
The last two months of 1937 were marked by sharp de- 
creases in exports, as compared with the previous year, 
which continued into the opening months of 1938 as a result 
of a disappointing drop in the price of sugar and the con- 
sequent holding up of shipments from the new crop. 


A further adverse factor to be recorded was a dispute with 
the neighbouring Republic of Hayti arising out of certain 
incidents which took place in the north-west frontier 
province of Monte Cristi early in October and occasioned 
some uneasiness until the settlement of the matter by an 
Agreement signed at Washington under the terms of which 
the Dominican Government undertook to pay a sum of 
750,000 dols, to the Haytian Government for the benefit 
of their nationals who had suffered. Apart from the 
financial considerations involved in the payment of this 
relatively not inconsiderable sum, this affair reacted un- 
favourably on business conditions, especially in the north 
of the country, or ‘‘ Cibao”’ as it is generally called, which 
is almost entirely a land of small independent native 
cultivators. 


Like the trade figures for 1937 and to some extent in 
anticipation of increased revenue expected to be derived 
from improving trade, the Budget estimates for 1938 are 
higher than in any year since 1930, the expansion being 
largely accounted for by increased expenditure on public 
works and, in particular, on the completion of the new 
port at Ciudad Trujillo, of which it is hardly an exaggera- 
tion to say that it has been improved out of recognition 
during the past three years. The cheerful picture presented 
to the observer by the capital has, however, a reverse side 
which is seen in the depressed conditions prevailing in the 
small but once flourishing northern ports, and in what may 
be called the ‘‘ special areas ’’ of the Republic, where sugar 
mills too near the margin of economic production have gone 
out of operation, leaving waste land and unemployment 
as evidence of the depression from which the country’s 
most important industry is still suffering. 


While, therefore, it may be possible to take a slightly 
more hopeful view of conditions than could be done two 
years ago, so much depends on the effects on sugar produc- 
tion and the sugar market of the system established by the 
International Sugar Conference last year and decisions 
which may be taken from time to time in regard to quotas 
by the permanent Council set up under the terms of the 
Agreement that, until the position in this respect becomes 
clearer, it would be unwise to place too much reliance on 
the expansion recorded in 1937. 


Imports FROM THE UnitTED KINGDOM 


Imports from the United Kingdom increased all round 
in value from 634,384 dols. in 1936 to 777,083 dols. in 1937 
and the United Kingdom share in the Dominican market 
rose very slightly from 6-39 per cent. to 6-65 per cent. The 
distribution is shown in the following table :—

Of the cotton imports which, at a value of 236,861 dols. 
last year, accounted for nearly a third of the whole, 108,864 
dols. represented piece-goods and 109,630 dols. yarns, Details 
of the piece-goods are given in H.M. Consul’s Report, and 
the extent to which this part of the United Kingdom trade, 
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and especially that in the cheaper qualities, has suffered 
from the inroads of Japanese competition is evident from 
a comparison with the figures shown for 1934, 


Imports of fibre products appear to consist largely of 
cloths from Northern Ireland (78,024 dols.), twines, ropes, 
ete., amounting to 23,712 dols., and jute bags to only 
8,226 dols. . 

Edible oils showed an encouraging increase but are liable 
eventually to be affected by the factory for their production 
recently established in Ciudad Trujillo. 


Agricultural machinery purchased from the United King- 
dom has in recent years included a few gyro-tillers im- 
ported by sugar companies, but the United Kingdom’s 
share in the market is a small one compared with those of 
Germany and the United States, each of which has more 
than twice as much. 


Chemical and pharmaceutical products are a line of goods 
which should be open to United Kingdom trade, but in 
which progress has hitherto been insignificant though im- 
ports showed an improvement in 1937. United Kingdom 
products are to some extent handicapped by the preferential 
rates of duty accorded by the Franco-Dominican Convention 
which are equally enjoyed by the United States. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is prepared to furnish 
information to United Kingdom firms on general methods 
of trading, shipping facilities, credit and terms of pay- 
nent, collection of accounts, insurance, customs tariffs, con- 
sular invoices, advertising, the appointment of agents and 
commission rates. The existence of the double system of 
import duties—Customs proper and internal revenue— 
should be borne in mind by potential importers in any 
estimates of ability to compete with goods already on the 
Dominican market.

HAYTI 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


The three main economic preoccupations of Hayti are still 
those of increasing exportable production ; coming to a trade 
agreement with France; and raising a loan, *writes H.M. 
Consul at Port-au-Prince. 


As regards the last two questions, efforts to arrange a loan 
were continued right up to the end of 1937 without suc- 
cess. France showed no signs of being willing to restore 
the special rate of duty which for so many years past has 
caused Havre to be the chief market for Haytian coffee.

Trade and Industry—Continued 


As regards production, useful if not spectacular progress 
has been made. Plantations of bananas, laid out several 
years ago by the Standard Fruit Company, began to come 
into bearing, with the result that the export of the fruit rose 
from just under 600,000 stems in the fiscal year ended 30 
September 1936 to over 1,300,000 stems in the fiscal year 
1936-37. During the first four months of 1937-38, export 
amounted to nearly 462,000 stems, which showed an increase 
over the corresponding period of the preceding year. 


Prices for cocoa caused the value of this export to be 
nearly doubled in 1936-37, although the production was 
actually slightly less. For the first four months of the cur- 
rent financial year, however, exports increased in quantity, 
and decreased in value in comparison with the correspond- 
ing period of the previous year. The last cotton crop was 
less by about a quarter of a million kilogs. owing to boll- 
weevil, but with good prices the value of the crop was 
slightly higher than in the previous year. Exports of sisal 
continue to increase at a steady rate. The last coffee crop 
was, however, disappointing, the yield being slightly under 
25 million kilogs. as against 36 million kilogs., the previous 
year. 


Frustratep Hopes ror 1938 


It was hoped that 1938 might be a good year as the pros- 
pects of the coffee crop were favourable, the cotton boll- 
weevil had ceased to spread with any rapidity and the out- 
look for bananas, sugar and sisal was satisfactory. These 
hopes were, however, not realised owing to the effect of the 
removal of restrictions from the Brazilian coffee crop. The 
resultant fall in the price of coffee made it unprofitable for 
the growers to market their produce and it became, necessary 
for the Government finally to reduce by one-third the coffee 
export tax, since further reduced by } cent. per kilogram. 
The surtax on imports was increased from 10 per cent. to 
20 per cent. but it is likely that this will not compensate 
for more than one-half of the cost in the reduction of the 
coffee export tax. 


FINANCIAL RETRENCHMENT 


In order to ease the resulting position of the country’s 
finances, an arrangement has been made with the holders 
of the bonds issued in the United States whereby, while 
interest will continue to be paid in full, amortisation will 
be reduced toa more or less token payment of 100,000 dollars 
United States currency during the fiscal year 1937-38. The 
Budget for the same period has been reduced in several 
directions and a number of Government posts have been 
suppressed, departments have been combined to effect a sav- 
ing in administrative expenses and a reduction of 10 per 
cent. has been made in the salaries of the President and 
his Ministers as well as those of members of the legislative 
assembly. Also, duties on certain imported articles have 
been increased, namely, soap, kerosene, lumber, cement, 
manufactured iron and steel, fish—salted, dried, etc. It is 
estimated that the revised Budget will result in a reduction 
of expenditure by over four million gourdes. 





TRADE CONDITIONS 


Imports in 1936-37 were relatively high, mainly in conse- 
quence of a comfortable export surplus obtained in 1935-36. 
The first four months of the current fiscal year beginning 
October 1937 showed, however, an excess of nearly five mil- 
lion gourdes over export values as compared with about 
one million gourdes for the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 


The Haytian-Dominican dispute and the resultant in- 
ternal political unrest had an unfavourable effect on trade. 
It is hoped that the accord reached (apparently considered 
the best settlement possible without resort to arms) may in 
some measure result in a revival of confidence among the 
trading community and thus aid business generally. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KiINGpom 


There was a great increase in Haytian imports of United 
Kingdom piece-goods in the fiscal year 1936-37, producing 
a favourable trade balance and causing imports to reach 
the highest figure for many years. This state of affairs 
was due partly to a temporary mild prosperity resulting 
from a surplus of Haytian exports over imports during the 
previous year and, partly, to previous lowering of stocks 
and cautiousness in buying after the passing of the Retail 
Trade Law in 1935. Imports in 1938 are likely to be lower. 
The United Kingdom continued to take practically the 
entire Haytian sugar crop and nearly half the cotton crop.

AFGHANISTAN—ITALY 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


H.M. Representative at Rome has forwarded a copy of 
an Exchange of Notes dated 15 June between Afghanistan 
and Italy. 

The agreement provides that, during the currency of an 
agreement between the Afghan National Bank and the 
Italian Foreign Exchange Institute, most-favoured-nation 
treatment in the matter of customs duties, taxes, etc., shall 
be accorded to all goods originating in the territory of one 
country on importation into the territory of the other 
country. The most-favoured-nation treatment is exclusive 
of the facilities granted by Italy to her Possessions and 
Colonies.

Finance Act, 1937. 

2. In consequence, the preferential rates of duty charge- 
able on silk and artificial silk goods entered with the

(viii) The value of any imported goods for the purpose of 
ad valorem duty is defined in Section 10 of the Finance Act, 
1935, to which reference should be made. Briefly stated, 
this value is the price which the goods would fetch on a sale 
in the open market at the time of importation, if the goods 
were delivered to the buyer at the port or place of impor- 
tation, freight, insurance, commission and all other costs, 
charges and expenses incidental to the making of the con- 
tract of sale and the delivery of the goods at that port or 
place (except any duties of Customs) having been paid .by 
the seller. 


6. Assessment of Specific Duties by Weight.—All these 
specific duties are chargeable on net weight, clear of all 
packings, external and internal. Duty is levied on the full 
net weight of ‘‘ loaded ” silks, including the weight of the 
added loading. Eastern tissues are chargeable on their 
full weight. In the case of other tissues and yarns of 
silk or artificial silk mixed with other textile fibres the 
weight of such other textile fibres is excluded from the 
weight for duty. 


7. Determination of Rate of Duty applicable in the case 
of ‘‘ Other Articles.’’—It is to be noted that while the duty 
is chargeable on the value of the article as a whole, the rate 
of duty chargeable is determined by the proportion borne 
by (a) the value of the silk and/or artificial silk component 
to (b) the aggregate of the values of all the components of 
the article including the silk and/or artificial silk com- 
ponent. 

In the case of component parts consisting wholly of silk 
and/or artificial silk, and parts consisting wholly of other 
materials, the value to be declared is the value of those 
parts at the stage when they were shaped and ready to be 
used by the worker who incorporated them in the finished 
article, and must include all costs and profits accruing in 
respect of them individually up to that stage of manufac- 
ture. In the case of component parts which are made of 
material of mixed composition, partly silk and partly not 
silk, the values to be declared are the separate values of 
the silk and the non-silk elements at the latest stage in 
which they were in an unmixed form, ready to be used by 
the worker who incorporated them into the material; and 
must include all costs and profits accruing in respect of 
them up to that point of manufacture. No portion of the 
cost of designing or making up the complete article from 
the component parts must be included in the value of any 
component. 


8. Accessories dutied separately.—Ribbons, cords, strings, 
etc., tied round or ‘‘ threaded ’”’ in articles may be dealt 
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with by themselves for purposes of assessment of duty in all 
cases where the ribbon, etc., is not an integral part of the 
article but is merely an accessory. This applies irrespective 
of whether the article tied or threaded with a ribbon, etc., 
is itself liable to silk or artificial silk duty, as being wholly 
or partly of silk or artificial silk, or not; if that article is 
liable to such duty, the charge will be upon the article with- 
out the ribbon, etc. But where ribbon, etc., is an integral 
part of the article, the whole article is within the category 
of ‘‘ other articles made wholly or in part of silk or arti- 
ficial silk’? and is chargeable accordingly. 


9. Transit and Transhipment.—Goods imported for 
transit or transhipment (i.e. for immediate re-exportation 
from another port, or the same port, respectively) may pass 
under bond, no duty being paid. 


10. Goods imported by Post.—Subject to compliance with 
the Postal Regulations, dutiable goods may be imported 
by Parcel Post, the Insured Box Post, and, under the 
‘Green Label’’ system, by the Small Packet Post and 
Letter Post. Provision has also been made for the trans- 
mission of bona fide trade samples of certain goods by the 
Sample Post. Otherwise, importation by post is in general 
prohibited but transmission by the Sample Post or Printed 
Papers Post, as the case may be, is accorded to a limited 
number of articles under conditions which are explained in 
the Post Office Guide. 


Information regarding the Customs treatment of bona 
fide trade samples of certain classes of silk and artificial 
silk goods imported by the Sample Post is given in Notice 
No. 163. 


11. Samples.—Bona fide trade samples addressed by 
foreign sellers to brokers or wholesale merchants in this 
country and intended for the purpose of securing orders 
from the latter may be imported free of duty within the 
limits indicated below. One sample only of the same range 
and colour is allowed duty free. Samples imported by post 
must be duly declared as such. In the case of importations 
by ship, an entry must be passed in the usual way; this 
entry must contain a claim to exemption, and must bear 
the words ‘‘ One sample only of each type, description, range 
and colour.’’ The duty-free allowances are :— 


Tissues (including ribbons)—in lengths not exceed- 
ing one yard, irrespective of the width from selvedge 
to selvedge ; 


Other articles such as cords, gimps, etc., in lengths 
not exceeding one yard; 


Ribbons will also be admitted in lengths not exceed- 
ing 2} yards provided that they are snipped at the edge 
at intervals of not more than nine inches; 


Yarns; waste; raw silk—not exceeding 4 ozs. 


12. Models for trade exhibition.—Garments imported for 
use solely as models for trade exhibition must be duty-paid 
on importation. Provided, however, that satisfactory 
evidence of identity is produced and the usual drawback 
requirements met, drawback equal to the amount of duty 
paid will be allowed on re-exportation provided they have 
not been used in this country for any purpose other than 
that of trade exhibition. 


13. Yarns and Tissues imported for processing.—Silk and 
artificial silk yarns and tissues consigned to traders in this 
country solely for the purpose of undergoing a process may 
be imported duty-free subject to compliance with certain 
conditions for securing the re-exportation of the goods. 
Detailed particulars of the conditions may be obtained on 
application to the Secretary, Customs House, London, 
E.C.3, 


14. Artificial Silk (Through-ticket Scheme).—Provision is 
made for the delivery of artificial silk, either imported or 
home made, for use in the manufacture of tissues containing 
artificial silk and other fibre, and subsequent exportation, 
duty-free on compliance with regulations made by the 
Commissioners of Customs and Excise. Enquiries should be 
addressed to the Secretary, Custom House, London, E.C.3. 


15. Prohibition of Importation of Merchandise in Bag- 
gage.—Under the Customs law it is illegal to import Mer- 
chandise (i.e. goods other than bona fide private effects and 
commercial travellers’ samples) in passengers’ baggage, and 
Merchandise so imported is liable to forfeiture. 


16. Commercial Travellers’ Samples.—Bona fide Com- 
mercial Travellers’ Samples may be imported temporarily, 
on proper security for the duty being given. 
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17. Re-imported Goods.—Goods liable to silk and artificial 
silk duties may be re-imported without payment of duty 
provided :— 


(1) they have not undergone any process abroad (see 
para. 18); 


(2) they have borne (a) if foreign goods, the proper 
duties of Customs chargeable on their previous importa- 
tion into this country or (b) if British goods, the proper 
duties of Excise (if any) chargeable on their previous 
manufacture in this country; and 


(3) any drawback of duty paid on their previous 
exportation from this country is repaid. 


Particulars of the procedure to be adopted in the case of 
such re-importations may be obtained on application to the 
Secretary, Custom House, London, E.C.3. 


18. Liability to duty where Dyeing or other Processes 
have been carried out abroad.—Where goods returned to 
this country after exportation have been repaired or sub- 
jected to other processes (e.g. dyeing or printing) whilst 
abroad, and 

(a) where the process has not involved any change in 
tariff category, and 

(b) where no drawback was paid on exportation or, if 
paid, has been refunded 


the duty chargeable on re-importation 
(i) if, and so far as, chargeable by weight, will be 
charged on the increase in weight, and 


(ii) if, and so far as, chargeable by value, will be 
charged by reference to the increase in value 


instead of at the full rates applicable to goods being im- 
ported for the first time. 

There are special provisions relating (1) to articles re- 
turned after embroidery abroad and (2) to tissue manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom which has been discharged 
abroad, provided in each case that the process to which the 
goods had been subjected did not otherwise change their 
form or character. 

Special facilities (particulars of which may be obtained 
from the Commissioners) are given in respect of articles 
such as clothing, which are entered on re-importation as 
being intended for ultimate re-exportation after finishing, 
alteration or repair. 


19. Bonded Warehouses.—Goods may be entered for de- 
posit in any bonded warehouse approved for such goods, 
either at the port of importation or elsewhere.* In the 
latter case, they are removed to the bonded warehouse under 
the security of a bond, to be given by the importer or on his 
behalf, for their due production to the Officers of Customs 
and Excise at the warehouse. Subject to any restriction 
in the conditions of approval, they may be delivered from 
the warehouse either 


(a) for home use on payment of duty, or 


(b) for immediate exportation under bond. 


Reasonable repacking, sorting, etc., of goods in a bonded 
warehouse is permitted, subject to certain conditions. No 
manufacturing operations are allowed in bonded warehouse, 
but material for manufacture may be cleared on payment 
of duty, and a drawback will be allowable on the exporta- 
tion of the manufactured product. 


20. Export Drawbacks.—Notices explaining the pro- 
cedure in connection with the drawbacks payable on the 
exportation of silk and artificial silk or goods containing 
them may be obtained on application to the Secretary, 
Custom House, London, E.C.3. .

DRAWBACK ON MOTOR CARS, MUSICAL 
INSTRUMENTS, CLOCKS, WATCHES, ETC, 


1. General.---Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1938, repeals 
the provisions for payment of drawback of the duties 
chargeable under Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1925, as 
such, and the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 13) Order, 
1938, made thereunder provides for the allowance of draw- 
backs in lieu thereof under the Second Schedule to the 
Import Duties Act, 1932, on the exportation or shipment 
as stores of goods of the classes or descriptions set out in 
the Schedule overleaf. These changes operate in respect 
of all goods exported, or shipped as stores, on or after 20 
August 1938. 


2. Title to Drawback.—In order to establish a title to 
these drawbacks the following conditions must be satisfied: 


(a) The goods must be exported, or shipped as stores, 
by the importer or by some person who has taken 
delivery thereof directly from the importer. 


(Lb) The goods must be in the same state as that in 
which they were imported, or if they have undergone 
any process, their form or character must not have been 
changed. 


(c) The goods must not have been used, 


3. Amount of Drawback.—The drawback allowable is an 
amount equal to the aggregate amount of the duty or duties 
chargeable under Part 1 of the Import Duties Act, 1932, 
which is proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise to have been paid on the goods 
exported or shipped as stores, but for this purpose duty 
paid before 20 August 1938, under Section 3 of the Finance 
Act, 1925, is deemed by Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1938, 
to have been chargeable under that Part. 


4. Procedure.—The procedure set out in Notice No. 217 
should be followed by exporters who wish to claim drawback 
on goods of the specified descriptions, if exported or shipped 
as stores, on or after 20 August 1938.

DRAWBACK ON CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 


1. General.—Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1938, repeals 
the provisions for payment of drawback of the duties 
chargeable under Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1925, as such, 
and the Import Duties (Drawback) (Nos. 13 and 14) Orders, 
1938, made by virtue of that Section, provide, in the case 
of cinematograph films exported or shipped as stores, for 
the allowance of drawback, as follows :— 


(a) drawback under the Second Schedule to the Im- 
port Duties Act, 1932, in respect of cinematograph 
films of the descriptions set out in paragraph 2; and 


(b) drawback under Section 9 of the Finance Act, 
1932, in respect of blank cinematograph film used in the 
manufacture of positive or negative cinematograph 
film (including sound tracks), whether developed or not. 


These changes operate in respect of all goods exported, or 
shipped as stores, on or after 20 August 1938. 

The drawbacks are restricted to goods duty-paid under 
Part 1 of the Import Duties Act, 1932 (see paragraphs 4 and 
5), but for this purpose duty paid before 20 August 1938, 
under Section 3 of the Finance Act, 1925, is deemed by 
Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1938, to have been chargeable 
under that Part. 


DRAWBACK UNDER THE SECOND SCHEDULE TO THE 
Import Duties Act, 1932 


2. Goods eligible for drawback.—The drawback referred 
to in paragraph 1 (a) is allowed in respect of goods of the 
following classes or descriptions :— 

Cinematograph films, imported for the purpose of the 
exhibition of pictures or other optical effects by means 
of a cinematograph or other similar apparatus, being 
either--- 

(a) blank film, on which no picture has been im- 
pressed, known as raw film or stock, including photo- 
graphic sensitised sheets or strips of celluloid or other 
similar material of a length of not less than 12 feet, 
whatever the width; 


(b) positives, i.e. films containing a picture for 
exhibition, whether developed or not; or 


(c) negatives, i.e., films containing a photograph, 
whether developed or not, from which positives can 
be printed. 


3. Title to drawback.—In order to establish a title to 
drawback under the Second Schedule to the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, the following conditions must be satisfied :— 


(a) The goods must be exported, or shipped as stores, 
by the importer or by some person who has taken 
delivery thereof directly from the importer. 


(b) The goods must be in the same state as that in 
which they were imported, or if they have undergone 
any process, their form and character must not have 
been changed. 


(c) The goods must not have been used. 


4. Amount of drawback.—The drawback allowable is an 
amount equal to the aggregate amount of the duty or duties 
chargeable under Part 1 of the Import Duties Act, 1932, 
which is proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise to have been paid on the goods 
exported or shipped as stores. (But see paragraph 1 as re- 
gards goods imported before 20 August 1938.) 


DRAWBACK UNDER SECTION 9 OF THE FINANCE Act, 1932 


5. Quantity of material in respect of which drawback is 
allowable.-—The drawback referred to in paragraph 1 (b) is 
allowed subject to the provisions of Section 9 of the Finance 
Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that drawback 
Shall only be allowed in respect of such quantity of material 
as is shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be 
duty-paid), and to the terms of the relative Order, which 
provides for the allowance of drawback in respect of the 
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quantity of the specified material actually contained in the 
goods. 


6. Rates of drawback.—The rates of drawback payable in 
respect of the specified material are as follows :—

This duty is in lieu of that of 50 per cent. ad valorem (Full 
and preferential rates) referred to at Item No. 49/2 in the 
Eire Tariff. 

The Order at 2 provides for the imposition of a duty of 
ninepence (sixpence preferential) on every golf ball im- 
ported on or after 17 August. 

Provision is made in the Order for the duty free admission 
of the goods concerned, under licence subject to certain con- 
ditions. 

The Order at 3 cancels the existing duty on woven tissues 
of wool or worsted of Irish manufacture which are re- 
imported after exportation (Tariff Item 271).

EXPORT OF CERTAIN SCRAP PROHIBITED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 12 August contains a 
Decree of 4 August, effective on 12 August, which prohibits 
the export, as well as the re-export after warehousing, of 
scrap of tungsten steel, cuttings, scrap, used articles such 
as tools, magnets, etc., and waste of old manufactures of 
tungsten steel (Tariff Nos. ex 207 quater, ex 207 quingq, 
ex 219, ex 536 ter, ex 537, etc.). 


QUOTA RESTRICTIONS ON CERTAIN 
FURNITURE WITHDRAWN 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 12 August announces 
the suspension of the quota restrictions on the importation 
into France of furniture, other than bentwood furniture, 
classified under Tariff Nos. 591, 592, 593 and 593 bis. 


QUOTA FOR BENTWOOD FURNITURE 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? of 12 August announces

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FEDERAL FOOD, DRUG AND COSMETIC ACT 


The Board of Trade have received copies of the United 
States Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, enacted 
25 June 1938, to prevent the adulteration, misbranding and 
false advertisement of food, drugs, devices and cosmetics. 

Certain provisions affecting the promulgation of regula- 
tions, new drugs and injurious cosmetics, became effective 
on the date of enactment, The remainder of the Act will 
come into force twelve months after the date of its enact- 
ment, when it will replace the present Federal Food and 
Drugs Act of 1906. It is designed to extend the scope of 
the existing law to include cosmetics (other than soap), 
therapeutic devices and certain drugs not formerly subject 
to regulation, and also to provide more rigid control over 
the standards of identity and quality for foods. A copy of 
the Act may be seen by persons interested on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of United States 
Treasury Decision, No. 49668 of 4 August 1938, which states 
that Treasury Decision 49382 (see notice in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal of 10 March (page 367) ) is extended to 
include the marking ‘Eire’? as well as “Ireland” on 
merchandise from Ireland. 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 49668], published on 
4 August, which states that— 

(1) Glass reflectors for automobiles, consisting of 
pieces of glass, some coloured and some uncoloured, 
faceted, flat on one side and convex on the other, 
chiefly used on automobiles for direct illumination or 
for reflecting purposes, are held dutiable under para- 
graph 218 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930, or Item 218 (c) 
of the trade agreement with Czechoslovakia rather than 
under paragraph 1528 of the Tariff Act, as imitation 
precious stones, faceted. 

(2) Mowrah meal is held dutiable under paragraph 
730 of the Tariff Act of 1930 at the rate of ;4; of 1 cent 
per pound. 


As these rulings will result in the assessment of duty on 
such merchandise at a rate higher than that heretofore 
assessed under a uniform practice, they will be applied to 
such merchandise only when it is entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after 30 days 
after publication of the rulings in the Weekly Treasury 
Decisions.

missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercia} 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required is fre. 
quently already in the possession of the Department, and 
the delay involved in communicating with the officers abroad 
can therefore often be avoided. Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant's 
behalf. 


When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information js 
required ; 
(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees in connection with the export to any country 
of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees may 
be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or com- 
pany carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and the 
goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
